“(1) When travelling by rail, to a reserved first class 
compartment, which term also includes an air- 
conditioned coupe where it is available, and 
fares (if actually paid) for four servants at the 
lowest class rates; provided that if the Member 
prefers to travel by a single first class berth 
in an ordinary or in an air-conditioned coach, 
he shall be entitled to draw the actual fare for 
the berth plus one-half of ordinary first class 
fare, but not to any fares for servants”;

is pleased to publish the following audited accounts of 
Receipts and Expenditure of the Indian Central 
Arecanut Committee for the year ending 31st March 
1950, along with auditor’s report: — 

Introductory . — The Indian Central Arecanut Com- 
mittee was constituted in 1949 with the object of 
assisting in the improvement and development of the 
production and marketing of arecanut and arecanut 
products and all matters Incidental thereto, such as 
research work for getting improved variety of seeds, 
assisting in the control of diseases which affect arecanut, 
giving financial aid to organisations growing and curing 
arecanut etc. Before the inauguration of this Com- 
mittee, the preliminary survey of areas under arecanut 


cultivation etc., was already conducted under the 
auspices of the Indian Council of Agricultural Research 
and the Indian Central Coconut Committee, its only 
source of revenue at present is the grant placed at its 
disposal by the Government of India. 

2. This is the first audit of the accounts of the Indian 
Central arecanut Committee and the transactions for 
the period 1st November 1949 to 31st March ly.jO with 
the connected records were checked in detail. The audit 
for the period from 1st April 1949 to 31st October 1949 
has been conducted by the Accountant General, 
Tnvanarum, as the transactions for that period were 
merged with the accounts of the Indian Central Coconut 
Committee at Ernakulam, within tne jurisdiction of 
tnat Audit Officer. 

3. A statement of receipts and expenditure of the 
Committee for the whole year 1949-50, In the form 
prescribed In the Bye-laws of the Committee, approved 
Dy the Government of India, is appended below, together 
with a separate statement of expenditure for the 
period irom 1st April 1949 to 31st October 1949 already 
received from the Indian Central Coconut Committee 
and incorporated in the receipt and expenditure state- 
ment of the Indian Central Arecanut Committee for the 
year 1949-50.

from the port or disembarkation to the place 
of study and back.
